COUNTERFEITERS TAKEN. 


A Bold Scheme to Float Spurious 
Railroad Bonds. | 


The Pian of Their Operations and How 
the Detectives Spoiled the 
Little Game. 


New Yorx, Nov. 12.—An inspector 
learned two months ago that Wm. E. 
Brockway, Nathaniel B. Forster and 
Lewis Martin, the most noted counter- 
feiters in the country, were preparing to 
counterfeit securities of some kind. The 
men were watched, proof established and 
all arrested. The counterfeiters had al- 
ready struck off spurious thousand dollar 
seven per cent construction mortgage 
bonds, due in 1901, of the Morris and 
Essex Division of the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western Railroad Company. 
Even the United States international 


stamp on the bonds were also counter- 
feited. It is believed that some of the 
spurious bouds have already been placed 
on the market. Brockway is‘ a native of 
Connecticut. 61 years old, and a printer 
and electrotyper by profession. He 
studied chemistry under Professor SBilli-, 
man; of Yale College. In 1853 he obtain:

He printed one 
hundred thousand in five dollar notes. 
Since that time the trio have repeatedly 
been connected with some of the heaviest 
counterfeiting ventures in the country.

TRAIN ROBBERS FOILED. 


The Emigrant Train Boarded by 
Roughs at Modesto. 


An Attack Made Upon the Passengers The 
Successful Repulse of the Villains— 
Their Leader Captured. 


Laturop, Cal., Nov. 12.—While the em- 
igrant train, bound north, on the Visalia 
division of the 8. P. R. R. stopped about 
dark this evening at Modesto, and the 
conductor and train hands were busily 
engaged in switching in an opposite end 
of the yard, the forward passenger coach 
was boarded by six or seven roughs, who 


attempted to rob the passengers. Among 
the passengers was a young married lady 
with her husband. One of the fiends 
grabbed her pocket book and attempted 
to wrenchit from her, using most inde- 
cent epithets. He was knocked down by 
the young husband and thrown headlong 
out of the car. The passengers fired on 
the ruffians and yelled police, but none 
appeared. The roughs fled, pursued by 
Constable T. B. Walker, of Lathrop, who 
attacked the gang single-handed, cap- 
tured the leader, handcuffed him and 
lodged him in jail at Modesto. 

Sheriff Weir arrested and jailed five of 
the strangers who attempted to rob the 
passengers on the emigrant train. Of- 
ficers are in pursuit of the remainder, of 
whom one is believed to be shot. 


DARLING ROBBERY. 


Three Miners Robbed of Their Hard 

Earned Monuey. 

NeEvaDA, Cal., Nov. 12.—On Saturday 
night John Jenkins, William Rowe and 
Richard Goldsworthy, miners employed at 
the Murchie, drew their wages here in 
town, deposited most of the money and 
started to the mine. They were stopped 
on a lonely trail by two masked men, who 
told them to throw up their hands, one of 
the robbers firinga pistol shot in un- 
pleasant proximity to intimidate them, 
while the fellow with the pistol stood 
guard over them. His pal, who carried 
a knife, relieved them. of thirty dollars in 
‘loose change. Two oftbe miners carried 
valuable watches, but these were not 
taken. A pair of men stood on the side- 
walk watching the miners drawing .their 
money at the bank and they are supposed 
to be the robbers. 


THE FIRE PHEEND. 


Hestructive Fire and Lossot Life in 
Charleston, 8, C. 
C.,. Nov. 12.- A fire 
broke out this*afternoon on Hoyne street, 
in Wilbur’s clothing manufactory, spread- 
ing to Robertson, Taylor & Co.’s, 
wholesale grocers. Both buildings were 
gutted. Luding’s barrel factory ad- 
joining was damaged. Lossestimated at 
sixty thousahd dollars. Eight women and 


one manand a boy were employed at 
Wilbur’s factory, most of whom jumped 
from the third story. 

Ellen Heron was killed and Susie Bond 
was mortally injured, Mary Wolfe was 
badly burned, but may recover. Magg’e 
Quinlisk and Annie Tylee were badly hurt, 
but will recover, Abigail Guy and Laura 
Green were supposed to be burned in the 
building. A little boy named Lightheart 
jumped and was caught unhurt. Only 
the eight persons named were in the third 
story. The fire broke out under the stair- 
way, cutting off their escape, as_ the fire 
spread rapidly. Persons on the second 
floor escaped with great difficulty. 


FIRE IN SHENANDOAH, PA. 
SHENANDOAH, Pa., Nov. 12.—A fire broke 
out at noon in the U.S. Hotel, alarge 
three-story frame structure, on the corner 


of Main and Centerstreets. The wind was 
blowing a hurricaue at the time, and con- 
tinued during:the afternoon. The build- 
ing was soon enveloped in flames, which 
communicated to the adjoining buildings 
on the north of Center street. The tlames 
then communicated with the block on the 
opposite side of the street. At 3 o’clock 
sixteen street fronts were destroyed, in- 
cluding the United~ States Hotel, Odd 
Fellows’ Hall, Academy of Music, Herald 
Office row and Opera House, Mining Her- 
ald and Evening News Offices. Assistance 
was telegraphed fur and was responded to 
from Pottsville, Ashton, Tamaqua, Maha- 
noy City and other places. Over 250 fami- 
lies are homeless, having lost everything. 
Loss estimated at three-quarters of a mil- 
lion dollars. It is impossible to give 
amounts of insurance, but they are sup- 
posed to be large. But few serious acci- 
dents happened. A young man named 
George Heuton, on his way home, at- 
tempted to jump ou 4 passing engine, and 
had both his legs cut off. He will die.

The official correspondence pub- 
lished in other columns of the TIMEs, 
relative to the delinquent railroad 
taxes, explains itself and presents the 
case for the State very fully.. The 
showing made by Controller Dunn isa 


striking exhibit of the untenable po- 


sition assumed by the monopoly. It 
effectually disposes of the claim 
so often urged, the cry so fre- 
quently uttered by the railroad 
cempanies, that their property has 
been assessed above the average rate 
fixed upon other classes of property 
throughout the State; and it shows 
anew, and with great clearness and 
force, how{llegal, unjust and inequi- 
table woul be a compromise with 
the dictatorial corporations which 
would let them off with a_ loss 
of mort than a million dollars 
($1,014,626.10 exact) to the State and 
the couffties concerned.

RAILROAD TAXES. 


The Proposition of Compromise 
Made by the Corporations. 


Which Gév. Stoneman Declines—Attorney 
General Marshall Lays Down the Law— 
Oontroiier Dunn Adduces Facts and 
Figures—the Official Uor- 
respondence. 


The Times has heretofore publisked 
the substanoe of the proposition made 
by the railway companies, through 
Creed Haymond,one of their attorneys, 
to Goveruior Stoneman, for a comprom- 
ise of the taxes due to the State by the 
corporations; and also the fact that the 
Governor, with the advice and concur- 
rence of the Attorney-General and the 
Controller, declined to entertain the 

roposition. We now lay before our 
the full of correspond- 
ence in relation to the matter, official 
copies of which are at hand. The im- 
portance of the subject and its special 
interest to the people of this county, 
justify the use of the space required to

Referring to our conversation of the 18th,

Creed Haymond, Counsel for Central 
Pacisic and Southern Pacific Railroad 
Companies—Stm: I have already acknowl- 
edged the receipt of your favor of the 20th 
of Uctober, with memorandum, proposing 
to pay the taxes now due and delinquent 
from the Central Pacific and Southern 
Pacilie railroads, and leased lines, for the 
vears 1880, 1881, 1882 and 1883 on the 
basis of the assessment for the year 1882. 
Immediately on the receipt of your com- 
munication and memorandum I referred 
them to the Attorney General to investi- 
gate and report onmy power, or the power 
of any State officer, to accept a compro- 
mise of those taxes in the manner you 
propose; and also to the Controller for a 
statement and exhibit as to whether the 
taxes on the Central Pacific and Southern 
Pacific railroad companies were excessive. 
as claimed in your memorandum. The 
revorts of those officers have just come.to 
hand, which I herewith forward and make 
a part of this communication. The letter 
of the Attorney Geueral conclusively es- 
tablishes that neither myself norany State 
ofticer—even if so disposed—has the right 
or power to accept any compromise from 
the companies you represent for the taxes 
now due from them, or to accept any less 
amount than the actual tax for the years 
1880, 1881, and 1883, as fixed by the 
=tate Board of Equalization on the amount 
for which your companies were assessed 
for those years. The letter of the Con- 
troller also establishes, in my opinion, the 
fact that the valuations fixed bv the State 
Board of Equalization on the property of 
your companies were not only not exces- 
sive, but that those valuations were not 
as great as the assessment of other species 
of property in this State. You must re- 
member that our Constitution declares 
that all property in the State shall be as- 
sessed in ‘‘propor ion to its value,’’ and 
the Political Code declares that ‘tall taxa- 
ble property must be assessed at its full 
‘cash value.’’ This is no doubt the rule 
adopted by the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion and County Assessors in ascertaining 
the valuations of property in this State. 
Applying this rule to all property assessed, 
Tecannot see that the property of your 
companies has been excessively taxed, or 
taxed for more than its value. _ 
But aside from the foregoing proposi 
tion, it occurs to me that it would be 
manifestly unjust, after property has be n 
duly assessed by the lawful officers, the 
State and county tax levied thereon, after 
all the forms of law relating to the assess- 
ment and taxation of property have been 
fully complied with, for the State to ac- 
cept any less amount than the taxes law- 
fully dué from any of its subjects. If the 
State has the right or power to compro- 
mise with your companies, and accept a 
less amount than ‘the authorized officers 
have declared to be due from them, then 
any person in the State, having property 
taxcd therein, would have the same right 
to fix the valuation on his property, and 
to claim that the State should accept frcm 
him a smaller amount of taxes than had 
been assessed and taxed against him. © 
Following this proposition to its legiti- 
mate conclusion, admitting that each and 
every person has the right to fix the valu- 
ation on his own property, and pay to the 
Tax Collector what: he deems to be just, 
our Government would soon end in a state 
of anarchy. 
This State is soverign power, and in 
order to secure the respect due to that 
power must administer the laws justly and 
equally to all its subjects.

Instead of paying the foregoing amount 
of $2,730,303.39, the railroad companies, 
by this proposed reduction. offer to settle 
by paying but $1,715,677.29, of which they 
have already paid. by means of so-called 
compromises, $320,810.12. Were this 
proposition accepted, the State and coun- 
ties would lose the enormous sum of $1,- 
014,626.10. ¢ 

In behalf of this request for reduction, 
Mr. Haymond says: ‘In making this 
proposition, and basing value upon the as- 
sessment made by the State Board of 
Equalization of 1882, the companies do 
not admit that the valuations in question 
were fair, but claim them to have been 
excessive and ont of proportion to the val- 
uations placed upon other taxable prop- 
erty in the State.”’ 

The State Board of Equalization, for 
the year 1852, assessed the property of the 
Central] Pacific Railroad Company at the 
sum of $13,010,520; the Southern Pacific 
at thesum of $8.226,135. Adopting asa 
rule of assessment of railroad property the 
méthod sanctioned and in orsed by the 
Supreme Court of the United States in 
the celebrated decision in the Illinois 
railroad tax cases, wherein the method of 
ascertaining the value of railroad property 
in Illinois is declared to be to add to the 
amount of the indebtedness the value of 
the stock of the road, the decision report-' 
ed in the 92d United States Rep rts, 


statute of Illinois, and the rule adopted by 
the Board of Equalization under the pow- 
er conferred by the clause we have just 
recited, may not be the wisest mode of do- 
ing complete justice in this difficult mat- 
ter, but we confess we have, on the whole, 
seen no scheme which is better adapted to 
effect the purpose, so far as railroad cor- 
porations are concerned, of taxing at once 
all their property, and of making the tax 
just and equal in its relation to all other 
taxable property in the State. * * * 

‘* First —The market or fair cash value 
of the shares of capital stock and the mar- 
ket or fair cash value of the debt (exclud- 
ing from such debt the indebtedness for 
current expenses) shall be combined or 
added together; and the aggregate 
umouunt, so ascertained, shall be taken 
and held to be the fair cash value of the 
capital stock, including the franchise, re- 
spectively, of such companies and associa- 
tions. 

‘‘second—From the aggregate amount. 
ascertained as aforesaid, there shall be de- 
ducted the aggregate amount of the equal- 
ized or assessed valuation of all the tan-- 
gible property, respectively, of such com- 
panies aid associations (such equalized or 
assessed valuation to be taken, in each 
Case as the seme may be determined, bv 
the equalization or assessment of property 
by this Board); and the amount remain- 
ing, in each case, if any, shall be taken 
and held to be the amount and fair cash 
value of the capital stock, including the 
franchise, which this Board is required 
by law to assess, respectively, against: 
companies and associations now or here- 
after created under the laws of this State. 
* * . * * * * 
“It may be assumed for all practical 
purposes, and it is perhaps absolutely true, 
that every railroad compauy in ilinois 
has a bonded indebtedness secured by one 
or more mortgages. The parties who deal 
in such bonds are generally keen and far- 
sighted men, and most careful in their ia 
vestments. Hence, the value which these 
securities hold in market is one of the 
truest criteria, as far as it goes, of the 
value of the road as security for the pay- 
ment of these bonds. : 
“These mortgages are, however, liens 
on the road, and, taking precedence of 
the shares of the stockholders, may or 
may not affect the value to the exact 
amount of the aggregate debts. For all 
that goes to pay that debt, and its interest 
diminishes, pro tunto, the dividend of the 
shareholder and the value of his sare. 
“It is therefore obvious that, when you 
have ascertained the current cash value 
of the whole funded debt, and the current 
cash value of the’entire number of shares, 
you have. by the action of those who 
above all others can best estimate it, as- 
certained the true value of the road, all 
its property, its capital stock, and its 
franchises; for these are all represented 
by the value of its bonded debt and of the 
shares of its capital stock.’’ 

The total amount of indebtedness of 
the Central Pacific Railroad Company, in 
1882, as shown by the sworn statement of 
the President of the road, was $88,855,- 
934.36, and by the same authority the 
total number of shares of ‘stock issued 
and paid up i# given at 592,755. These 
shares, at their quoted market value of 
895g, for March 1, 1882, were worth $53,- 
125,666. 

Therefore, taking the method stamped 
with the approval of the highest Court in 
the land as a basis, the Central Pacific 
Railroad, instead of being, as it was, as- 
sessed in 1882 at $13,010,520, should have 
been assessed at over $48,000,000, showing 
that, instead of being assessed at its ac 

al value, as required by law, it was really 
assessed at but about 27 per cent. of its 
value. This value is found after deduct- 
ing from the gross sum of the value of the 
stock and indebtedness the value of 5,940,- 
000 acres of, land at $2.50 per acre (most 
of which, however, is probably not assessed 
at all), and also $5,000,000 worth of prop- 
erty in the State that should have been 
assessed for that amount by the local 
assessors. 
Accepting as true the sworn statement 
Mr. Leland Stanford and Mr. EH. Miller, 
Jr., made to the late Board of Ratlroad:

merit to stand upon. Messrs. Stanford 
and Miller say that the total assets of the 
company, not including lands granted to 
the companies, are $168,629,241.19. If 
$168,629,241.19 be the true value of the 
Central Pacific Railroad, then the portion 
that lies within this State was assessed in 
1882 for about 18 per cent. of its actual 
value. On page 368 of the Railroad Com- 
missioner’s Report is found a sworn state- 
ment made by Mr. Charles Crocker and 
Mr. E. H. Miller, Jr., stating that the 
total income derived from all sources is 
$25,389,257.85. On the following page the 
total expénses are given at $14,579,428.42, 
leaving a net balance of $10.809,828.93, 
which, as stated by them, is 8 37 per cent. 
net income upon the amount of the in- 
debtedness and capital stock of the road. 
If this road, which was assessed in 1882 at 
but $13,010,520, had been assessed at the 
amount upon which it paid 8.37 per cent. 
net income, the portion in this State 
would have been assessed for $46,000,000. 
Taking either position, the property of 
the Central Pacific Railroad was assessed 
not to exceed 28 per cent. of its actual 
value—a rate of value less than one-third 
of that placed upon other taxable property 
throughout the State. 
It is needless to pursue this array of 
figures with regard to the Southern Pa- 
cific; it is sufficient to state that, by the 


made to the Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners, they received for the gteater por- 
tion of their road a rental of $3,000 per 
mile per year, which is 5 per cent. ona 
value of $60,000 per mile,or 10 per cent on 
a value of $30.0 0 per mile, whereas it was 
assessed in 1882 at but $11,512.97 per mile, 
which is less than 20 per cent upon $60.- 
000 per mile, and less than 39 per cent. 
upon an assessment of $30,000 per mile. 

It is to be presumed that the railroad 
officials will not attempt to dispute the 
correctness of these figures, as they are 
their own sworn statement; and as it has, 
by these figures, been shown that the rail- 
road property in question has in no case 
been assessed at more than 28 per cent. of 
its actual value, it now only remains to 
show that other property throughout the 
State has been assessed at a rate relative- 
ly much greater. 

The present State Board of Equalization, 
after a very careful examination of the 
values of property in various counties 
throughout the State, found that the as- 
sessments averaged at least 70 per cent of 
cash value. Many counties were assessed 
above this rate, and yet others were 
raised above it by the State Board. The 
assessments made by the local assessors 
were, in many instances, raised 10, 15, or 
20. per cent. by the State Board, which 
made the differences yet greater, thus 
showing that it was the property of the 
counties, and not the property of the rail- 
roads, that was assessed ‘‘out of propor- 
tion to the valuations’’ placed upon the 
property of the Central and Southern 
Pacific railroads and their branches. 

Besides this the assessments upon mort- 
gages in this State aggregated $84.635,000, 
most of which were assessed by the asses- 
sors in the counties at one hundred cents 
on the dollar. Of these mortgages— 

In San Francisco, $26,902,936 were 
raised 15 per cent.,making the assessments 
one hundred and fifteen cents on every 
dollar of value. 

In Alameda, $10,432,516, raised 20 
cent. 

In Monterey, $635,965, raised 15 per 
cept. 

In San Mateo, $803,190, raised 15 per 
cent..

In Los Angeles, $1,572,486, raised 15 
per cent. 

In San Joaquin. $4,514,029, raised 15 
per cent.

In other words, mortgages representing 
$16,144,722, face value, were raised 20 per 
cent. above their true value; those repre- 
senting $39,291,965 were raised 15 per cent. 
above their value, and the remaining 
counties, representing $7,831,612, were 
raised 10 per cent. above their value. 

Besides this, there were this year as- 
sessed $29,531,160 
credits, and otLer securities, at full value. 
Again, the property of Spring Val ey 
Water Company, in San Francisco, was 
assessed for the fiscal year 1881-2 at 3$5,- 
740,770, an amount but $2,485,365 less 
than the assessment made against the 
property of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
for 1882. And the San Francisco Gaslight 
Company was assessed for the same time 
at $6,653,250, which is but $1,572,865 less 
than the assessment made against the 
same railroad company for the year 1883. 

It is therefore scen that money, solvent 
credits and other securities are assessed at 
their face value, mortgages mainly 
so, or above it, and other classes of prop- 
erty at from seventy cents on tne dollar 


the property of the railroad represented 
by Mr. Haymond‘is assessed at not ex- 
ceeding twenty-eight cents on the dollar. 
Yet these people assert that their property 
was assessed ‘‘excessively,-and out of pro- 
portion to the valuations placed upon 
other property in thig State.’’ | 

If it be granted that the amount of the 
mortgages upon railroad property should, 
as they insist, be deducted from the value 
of their property, as shown by themselves, 
the amount for which they should be as- 
sessed would yet be much higher than the 
amount of the assessment of which they 
complain. 

The mass of the taxpayers thronghout 
the State, thousands of them of limited 
means, are required by law to pay the 
taxes upon their property before the month 
ot April of each year, wmder penalty of 
sale; and, in order to recover it, are com- 
pelled to pay a penalty of 25 or 50 per cent. 
upon the amount due and for which the 
property was sold. Such conditions have 
not obtained as against these railroads, 
which now owe to the *tate the taxes due 
fonfour years. It may therefore be said 
with reason that these railroads, instead 
of being discriminated against, have 
been treated with marked leniency by the 
State. 

It is therefore time, in my judgment, to 
determine whether the methods of assess- 
ment that shall prevail, and values placed 
upon property by competent authority, 
shall be those created by the laws of the 
State, or by the dictation of corporations 
that receive all of the benefits, yet con- 
tribute little to the support of the Govern- 
ment; and also to determine forever the 
question as to whether or not flimsy pre- | 
tense, under the panoply of wealth, shall 
be pe'mitted longer to bid defiance to 
the power through whose clemency they 
exist. 
Having thus shown that the property of 
the aforesaid railroads was asscssed at 
much less than its actual value, and far 
less than the assessment upon other classes 
of property throughout the State, it is 
therefore plain that they have no right in 
equity to ask the State to accept their 
proposition. After diligent research, I 
have been unable to find any law which, 
either in terms or by implication, would 
warrant this office in accepting less than 
the full amount of taxes due. Hence, 
finding that there is neither law nor equity 
to sanction a reduction, there is but one 
conclusion at which I can arrive; and that 
is, that, in so far as this office is concerned, 
this proposition cannot be entertained.

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AMADON MURDER TRIAL. 


John Foster's Case Commenced in 
the Superior Court. 


The Jary Empanmeled—A Large Array of 
Counsel—Testimony Introduced— 
The Case Continued Until To- 
Day, at 9 a. m. $ 


The memory of the fearful Amadon trag- 
edy is still fresh in the public mind, 
although the date of its occurrence was 
nearly two months ago. There is a mys- 
tery connected with the case which it is 
to be hoped the present trial will clear 
up, and the confidence which the officers 
show in the strength of their side gives 
strong reason to believe that the chain of 
evidence against the prisoners is complete. 

The case of John Foster, charged with 
being the principal in the shooting of 
Henry Amadon on the 25th of last Septem- 
ber, came upin Judge Sepulveda’s court. 
yesterday morning, and as might be ex- 
pected, the courtroom was crowded to its 
utmost capacity. The State is representcd 
by District Attorney White and W, A. 
Cheney and the prisoner by H. T. Gage, 
Del Valle and De Puy, and G. Wiley 
Wells. All the morning was spent in 
empannelling a jury with the following 
result: A. B. Yeary, Jessie Hunter, A. 
Pratt, H. W. Standlee, J. 8S. Simpson, 8. 
K. Sewell, Pat Brady, J. K. Stump, J. 
Baldwin, B. L. Bell, J. W. Drewry, W. T. 
Martin. After the jury had been sworn 
the court adjourned till 3p.m. On re- 
assembling at that hour the first witness 
called was 

8. SELLS, 
Who testified as follows: Am an engineer 
in the employ of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, 1 was acquainted with the 
murdered man Amadon. He accompani- 
ed me on my last trip to Indio before he 
was shot. He went as fireman and was 
not regularly employed on any engine. 
When we arrived at Indio, I received 
orders to change fireman and I made the 
change Monday afternoon and then went 
on to Arizona. I received the order at 3 
p.m. When I left, Amadon was still at 
Indio. Amadon had a pistol in his possession 
when he left Los Angeles. He showed it 
to me when half way between this city and 
San Gabriel and asked me to take charge 
of it. Ididso. Did not notice whether 
it was loaded—I cannot tell what the 
make of the pistol was—-it was dark and I 
had no light but my guage lamp. 
E. B. WRIGHT 


Testified—Am an engineer on the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad running between Los 
Angeles and Yuma. lI left Indio on the 
24th of September last and arrived in Los 
Angeles on the morning of the 25th. My 
fireman from Indio was Henry Amadon. 
My regular fireman was sick andI had 
orders to make the change. Did not see 
any weapon in Amadon’s possession. When 
we arrived in Los Angeles we went to the 
coal yard and changed our clothes. We 


| separated at the coal yards and Amadon 


went up thestreet in the directiou of town 
and I saw nothing more of him. 

Cross-examined—The usual time for the 
train to arrive is 4:15a.m. I can’t tell 
the exact time the train arrived without 
examining the rec.rd book. When I ar- 
rived at Indio on the morning of the 24th, 
Amadon was there. 


HENRY PATTERSON 


Testified—Am an engineer. On the 25th 
of last September I was running between 
this city and Mojave. I am acquainted 
with John Foster. He braked for me for 
some time, his last trip being made Sep- 
tember 12, 1883, between Mojave and Los 
Angeles. I have seen in Foster’s posses- 
sion a Smith & Wesson pistol, but never 
had it in my possession and could not 
identify it. In appearance it was a nickel- 
plated revolver, not smaller than 32. I 
was this side of Sepulveda Station when I 
saw the pistol. 

Cross-examined—It was about the 12th 
of September that I saw the pistul. He 
took out a handkerchief and the pistol 
together. Am positive it was a Smith & 
Wesson. [ Here counsel showed him his tes- 
timony in the lower court to the effect that 
he could not tell what kind of pistol it 
was. | 

DR. NADEAU 


Testified—Am a physician and surgeon 
and coroner of Los Angeles County; on 
the morning of September 25th I received 
a telephone message from the police office 
that a man had been killed on Date street; 
I went there and found the man lying in 
the middle of the street. 7 

[At this point Patterson was recalled 
and showed, from a number of pistols, the 
character of the one Foster carried. | 

Dr. Nadeau, continuing his testimony, 
said—The feet of the murdered man were 
lying towards the fence, his head towards 
the Zanja; he had in his right hand a 
bunch of rope of the kind known as rail- 
road bell rope; near to his right hand— 
about six inches away—was a pistol; in 
his left hand there was nothing. 

{The Doctor’ here illustrated’ the 
exact position of the body by a dia- 
gram.] I took the body to the 
morgue and held a post-mortem examina- 
tion. [The course of the bullets and fatal 
wound was here explained and the bullets 
placed in evidence.] In my opinion the 
cause of the death of Amadon was the 
pistol-shot wounds. The one on the leit 
side was necessarily fatal. When [ ar- 
rived at thefbody it was not cold, 

Cross-examined.—The body lay between 
the Butler house and another house. Its 
position was nearly parallel with Chavez 
street. A man might possibly use his 
arm for a very short period, if shot 
through the heart. I saw Mr. Ponet, Mr. 
St. Clair and the brother-in-law of the 
deceased at the spot. The shot must 
have been fired from the left. {Here the 
Doctor identified the pistol lying by the
